Middle East Remains Thorn In 
Side

WASHINGTON (AP) — Around 
Christmas time many office doors at 
the State Department are decorated. 
The decoration on the office door of 
assistant secretary Alfred L. Atherton 
was unusual this year: it consisted of 
ten empty oil cans neatly strung on a 
silk ribbon. 
Atherton is head of the bureau which 
handles U.S. affairs in the Middle 
East, and for the last two years the 
Middle East has meant two things: the 
Arab-Israeli dispute and oil. 
There is little hope that it will be 
different in 1975. Oil might cease to be 
a political weapon if the Arab-Israeli 
dispute is solved peacefully. But the 
price of oil will remain an issue unless 
the industrialized world finds a sub­ 
stitute for it. 


These are the melancholy con­ 
clusions of administration experts at 
year end. They all agree on the ob­ 
vious: that the Middle East is a 
dangerous and volatile place. But, in 
line with Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger’s wishes, they refuse to be 
pessimistic about the future. 
The question boils down to this. will 
there be another war in the Middle 
East in 1975? If the answer is “yes,” 
then there is a strong possibility of 
another oil embargo, possibly on a 
larger scale than in 1973. 
Any future embargo could be larger 
because Iran might join the Arabs in 
withholding oil. This would be a heavy 
blow for Western Europe and Japan, 
which are dependent to a large extent 
on Iran’s oil. 
U.S. officials are reluctant to talk 
about the Mideast’s future and they 


refer to Kissinger’s statement at a 
Dec. 3 press conference that “this 
phase of Middle 
East diplomacy 
should be with a minimum of public 
declarations.” 
There is some suspicion that this 
plea for quiet diplomacy really means 
that there is nothing to be said because 
Kissinger’s efforts have produced no 
dramatic long-term progress, though 
they may have prevented another war 
late this fall. 
Kissinger is known to believe that 
the time has come to push for a second- 
stage Israeli-Egyptian disengagement 
agreement. 
It also is known that there has been 
some progress. The Israelis have 
given up their insistence that such a 
second step should be combined with 
some kind of political agreement, such 
as renunciation of war. And the 


Egyptians are lessening their in­ 
sistence that the second step toward 
disengagement should include almost 
all of the Sinai peninsula. 
Kissinger is firmly convinced that 
there is no alternative to the step-by- 
step approach that deals separately 
with the many aspects of the Middle 
East headache. The Israelis agree, 
and so does President Anwar Sadat of 
Egypt, though the latter cannot afford 
to say so publicly. 
Kissinger has hoped for some steps 
before Soviet party chief Iieonid 
Brezhnev visits Cairo Jan. 15, though 
this now appears unlikely. 
The second half of 1974 in the 
Mideast was complicated by the surge 
to the forefront of the Palestinian 
question. The Palestine liberation 
Organization (PIX)) was accepted at 
the Rabat Arab conference as the sole 


representative of the Palestinian 
people and its leader, Yasir Arafat, 
later was received at the United 
Nations with honors due to a head of 
state. 
The United States has always in­ 
sisted that King Hussein of Jordan is 
the legitimate representative of the 
Palestinians, and there are discreet 
complaints in Washington that Israel 
missed 
the 
opportunity 
for 
negotiations with Hussein that might 
have led to something. 
The Israelis dismiss this theory with 
indignation. They admit privately that 
there were several meetings between 
the king and Israeli leaders but claim 
that Hussein was in no position to 
negotiate seriously. 
The United States has no intention to 
press Israel to negotiate with Arafat 
unless the PIX) renounces terrorism 


Arafat might be willing to do so, 
though there are some doubts that he 
can afford to do so, considering the 
extremists in his organization. 


The question “Who can afford 
what?” is not restricted to the PIX) 
leader. Can Sadat afford to go ahead 
and negotiate with the Israelis without 
the Syrians and the Palestinians? Can 
Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
return to Egypt the oil fields and the 
strategic passes in the Sinai without 
endangering his precarious position in 
the Israeli parliament? 


Kissinger once said that “the Middle 
East is a history of lost opportunities.” 
Some of these opportunities were in­ 
deed 
lost 
in 1974, U.S. 
officials 
acknowledge. They pray that 1975 
might be different.

T Of 20 Ohioans On Welfare 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Almost 
one of every 20 Ohioans is on welfare, 
state officials say, and all indications 
are that the percentage will increase. 
County welfare departments say 
they’ve been swamped with applicants 
for food stam ps and emergency 
assistance as Ohioans face continued 
inflation, increased layoffs and the 
exhaustion of their unemployment 
compensation benefits. 
There were 516,000 people on the 
state’s welfare roles at the end of 
November, said Richard lightner, 
spokesman for the Ohio Department of 
Public Welfare. 


Ohio’s population is estimated at 10.7 
million by the state Department of 
Economic 
and 
Community 
Development. 
At the end of November 1973, there 
were 495,000 people on welfare, 
lightner said. That is an increase of 
4.2 per cent in one year. 
Lightner said the welfare de­ 
partment utilizes Aid to Dependent 
Children program statistics, which 
must be reported weekly by each 
county welfare office, as a “sort of 
barometer that gives us an indication 
of what’s going on.

Jack Benny Dies 
After Cancer Fight 


BEVERLY HILIS, Calif. (AP) - 
Jack Benny, the make-believe miser 
whose deadpan humor broke up 
audiences from vaudeville days into 
the age of television, is dead of cancer 
of the pancreas. He was 80. 
His wife of 47 years was at his 
bedside when he died at his home late 
Thursday night. 
Benny’s long-time manager, Irving 
Fein, said the comedian had been kept 
under heavy sedation because of 
severe pain. Dr. Rex Kennamer, 
Benny’s personal physician, said the 
cancer was inoperable, according to 
Fein. 
Stomach pains troubled Benny 
recently and discomfort forced him to 
cut short his last public appearance 
earlier this month. But tests did not 
disclose the cancer until it showed up 
on X rays last Friday, Fein said. 
The m anager said exploratory 
surgery was vetoed by doctors because 
of the entertainer’s advanced age. 
In addition to Benny’s wife, other 
family members were present when he 
died. Mrs. Benny, the former Sadie 
Marks, is popularly known as Mary 
Livingstone, the name she took when 
she joined Benny on stage. The couple 
adopted one daughter, Joan. 
Visitor to Benny’s bedside on his last 
day included California Gov. Ronald 


Reagan, entertainer Frank Sinatra, 
comedians Bob Hope and Danny Kaye, 
and his Benny’s friend of 50 years, 
comedian George Burns. 
Benny was flown to Los Angeles for 
tests at Cedars of lebanon Hospital 
after suffering pain before a Dallas 
benefit 
Oct. 
19. 
But 
doctors 
pronounced him in good health and he 
was discharged five days later. He 
intended to tape a television special 
and take a guest role in a film. 
His most recent public appearance 
was Dec. 8 to accept an award from the 
Hollywood Women’s Press Cub. 
Benny’s career began more than 60 
years ago in vaudeville. Decades on 
radio, television and in motion pictures 
made him one of the nation’s most 
beloved comics, and he maintained a 
schedule of personal appearances until 
recently. But histelvision appearances 
of late were kept to occasional guest 
roles and an infrequent special. 
Benny’s humor as a fussbudget was 
built with a cast that included his wife, 
black comedian Eddie “Rochester” 
Anderson and singer Dennis Day. 
His tightwad image fostered a 
classic scenario — Benny befuddled by 
a bandit’s demand for “Your money or 
youi life.” His anguished reply: “1,’m 
thinking! I’m thinking.!”

(ADC claims) a month being added to 
the roles,” he said. During fiscal year 
1974, ending last June 30, the average 
monthly increase was 542, he said. The 
present average is eight times last 
year’s figure. 


The Welfare Department has a two- 
year $638.7 million budget, 54 per cent 
of which is federal money, Lightner 
said. 


“When the legislature appropriated 
the money, it was based on a 2,200 case 
load increase per month,” lightner 
said, “not the 4,400 we’re having.” 
However, he said, the funds budgeted 
for 1974 were not used and can be 
applied to this year’s increases. 


“The money is available,” he said, 
“whether it is large enough is the 
question.” 


In Hancock County, as in many Ohio 
counties, applicants for welfare 
assistance now must make ap­ 
pointments. 


Hancock County Welfare Director 
Janet Myers said the office’s work load 
has tripled for food stamps and in­ 
creased by one-third in the emergency 
assistance programs. 


“What goes on in Hancock County is 
true across the board in most counties, 
particularly in the larger urban 
counties,” Lightner said. 


Lightner said the welfare de­ 
partment is “having problems in 
keeping up the supply of forms which 
the counties use.” 
Many counties have run out of ADC 
forms, and the backlog for food stamp 
processing is a month to six weeks, he 
said.

Cover-Up Trial 
Jury To Get

WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. District 
Judge John J. Sirica 
wants the 
Watergate cover-up trial lawyers to 
complete their closing arguments so 
the jury can begin deliberating on a 
verdict Monday. 
Sirica made that announcement on 
Thursday shortly after Jacob Stein, 
lawyer for Kenneth W. Parkinson, 
began his closing argument. 
After Stein finishes today, Chief 
Prosecutor Jam es F. Neal and 
Assistant Prosecutor Richard Ben- 
Veniste are to deliver the government 
rebuttal. 
Lawyers for the other four defen­ 
dants — former Atty. Gen. John N. 
Mitchell, ex-White House aides H. R. 
Haldeman and John D. Ehrlichman 
and former 
Assistant Atty. Gen. 
Robert C. Mardian — already have 
summed up their cases for the jury.

Then the nine women and three men 
who have listened to ll weeks of 
testimony and argument will begin 
their deliberations in the historic case 
that drove Richard M. Nixon from the 
presidency. 
The former president had been 
named an unindicted coconspirator in 
the case. But he was found too ill to 
appear as a witness. 
President Ford pardoned Nixon, 
making prosecution of the former 
president impossible. 
During the trial, the pardon was 


never mentioned in front of the jury 
until Thursday when William S. 
Frates, Ehrlichinan’s lawyer, made a 
veiled reference to it in his closing ar­ 
gument. 
Frates mentioned a White House 
tape of Nixon saying that during his 
second term he would consider par­ 
dons 
for 
anyone 
convicted 
in 
Watergate prosecutions. 
“ Absolutely nothing illegal about 
that,” said Frates. "Certain people do 
get pardoned in this country.” 
Thomas Green, Mardian’s lawyer, 
said in his summation that Mardian's 
involvement in Watergate covered 
“35, maybe 40 days in his life in the 
summer of 1972.” 
He said the entire case against 
Mardian was not based on White House 
tapes but on the testimony of people 
who were being asked to remember 
things that had occurred more than 
two years earlier. 
“ You don’t have to lie to wreak 
havoc in a courtroom, all you have to 
have is a bad memory,” said Green. 
“People’s memories fail and they 
think they remember certain things 
when in fact they don’t.”

Storms Rake 
Wide Areas 
Of Nation

Winter storms plagued motorists 
with snow and freezing rain over a 
broad stretch of the Midwest today and 
dumped heavy snow and rain into the 
Pacific Northwest. 
Freezing rain and drizzle glazed 
sections of Missouri, Illinois and 
Indiana. Warnings of icy conditions 
extended east across the Ohio Valley. 
Rain spilled southward from the freeze 
area to the Texas and Louisiana coasts 
and snow whitened a wide band to the 
north. 
Three inches of snow piled up at 
Lincoln, Neb., and advisories for 
sim ilar 
accum ulations 
ranged 
northeast through Iowa to Wisconsin. 


The storm heaped IO inches of snow 
on portions of New Mexico and gave 
parts of West Texas their heaviest 
snow in 20 years before swirling north­ 
eastw ard across the Plains late 
Thursday. 


In the Northwest, up to 6 inches of 
snow blanketed Olympia, Wash., and 
Fairchild Air Force Base near 
Spokane. Four inches chilled Tacoma. 


Travel advisories were in effect 
from Washington and Oregon to 
Montana. Locally heavy snow was 
forecast in the Cascades. 


Heavy rain soaked areas south of the 
snow belt. Nearly 2 inches swamped 
Astoria, Ore., at the mouth of the 
Columbia River, Thursday night to 
give the city a 24-hour drenching of 3*4 
inches. 


Mother, 4 Children 
Brutally Murdered 
In Rural Virginia 


MARTINSVILLE, Va. (AP) - Five 
charges of murder and one of rape 
were filed against a 34-year-old 
laborer today in the “cold-blooded 
execution” of four children and the 
strangulation of their mother. 
Henry County Sheriff C. P. Witt said 
the charges were placed against Eddie 
tee “Shanghai” Thomas, who had 
been under questioning since late 
Thursday. 
Thomas lived only one-quarter mile 
from the home of James Vernon Aliff, 
who returned home from work Thurs­ 
day afternoon and found the body of his 
wife, Sally, on the floor beside her bed. 
A medical examiner said she had been 
strangled. 
The bodies of the four Aliff children, 
each shot in the head, were found 
about an hour and 45 minutes later in a 
wooded gully near the home. 
Witt told a news conference today 
that Thomas and Aliff were both 
employed at the same factory, and 
that Thomas had denied involvement 
in the slayings. Thomas is being held 
under $100,000 bond. 
Police said the murderer may have 
interrupted Mrs. Aliff and the children 
as they ate lunch. County Medical 
Examiner John P. Bing said they died 
about 11:30 a.m. 
A half-eaten apple, a half-eaten hot 
dog and open bottles of ketchup and 
mayonnaise were on the kitchen table. 
A Christmas tree, surrounded by open 
gifts, sat undisturbed in the living 
room. 
The bodies of the children — Peggy 
Marie, IO; Charlotte Ann, 8; James 
Alvin, 4, and Vernon Darrell, 2 — were 
found lying side by side about IOO 
yards from their home. 
The body of their mother, 
in 
nightclothes, was on the floor beside 
her bed. 
Autopsies were scheduled. 
Police said they originally thought 
all the children were marched to the 
gully and shot. But they said later that 


two of the children may have been 
killed earlier. 
The Aliff house, off a dirt road in a 
wooded area about six miles west of 
this southern Virginia city, is about 200 
yards from the nearest neighbor. A 
neighbor said she heard four gunshots 
about 11:30 a.m. but thought nothing of 
it because hunters were in the area. 
Officers said there were signs of a 
struggle inside the house but would not 
elaborate. Reporters were not allowed 
inside. 
Aliff found the bodies shortly after 4 
p.m. 
Witt said Aliff told him 
everything was normal when he left 
for his laborer’s job at a modular home 
construction plant early Thursday 
morning.

NEW YORK (AP) — Continued 
recession prospects halted a two-day 
rally in the stock market today and left 
prices slightly lower in quiet trading. 
The Dow Jones average of 30 in­ 
dustrials was off 1.56 at 603.18. Losers 
outnumbered gainers by a 5-4 margin 
on the New York Stock Exchange. 
As trading began, the government 
reported that its index of leading 
economic indicators slipped 1.5 per 
cent in November for its fourth 
straight monthly crop.

CENTRAIJA, 111. (AP) - A cost- 
price .squeeze is threatening to take a 
healthy bite out of a record com crop 
predicted by the government for 1975, 
agricultural experts say. 
The U.S. Department of Agriculture 
has forecast that good weather could 
stimulate a 6.7 billion bushel crop. 
But the president of the National 
Com Growers Association says a 
larger supply of com will mean a lower 
price for farmers — who may divert 
acreage to other crops like soybeans 
He thinks the government projection is 
about 600 million bushels too high. 
A University of Illinois expert 
agrees. 
A 6.1 billion bushel crop would still 
surpass the current record of 5.64 
billion bushels set in 1973. In 1974 the 
crop was a disappointing 4.62 billion 
bushels. 
“We look for the real possibility for 
the price of com to decline to the cost 
of production level or maybe even 
below it in the next 12 months with 
average w eather,” said Walter 
Goeppinger of Boone, Iowa, the NOGA 
president.

South Central Power Company 
Thursday received a Christmas 
holiday-week present, when the Rural 
Electrification Administration an­ 
nounced that it had approved a 
$2,848,000 loan to the locally-owned 
power company. 
The amount represents 70 per cent of 
the total loan of $4,068,000, with the 
remaining 30 per cent, or $1,220,000, 
secured on the private money market 
from

Cooperatives, louisville, Kentucky. 
The total of 
$4,068,000 
is 
ap­ 
proximately half of the $8 million loan 
South Central Power has requested to 
be made over a two-year period. 
According to R. Dane Swinehart, 
South Central’s General Manager, the 
money will be used in part to build 
between 6 and 8 miles of transmission 
line to a new substation being built to 
serve northern Fairfield County. “The 
new substation,” said Swinehart, “will 
be named the Kindler substation, in 
honor of Darwin Kindler, the original 
manger of South Central Power.” 
“In addition,” Swinehart continued, 
"several existing substations will be 
upgraded and rebuilt to 7500 KVA 
capacity to facilitate our load growth. 
Other improvements will be made in 
rebuilding 
and 
upgrading 
our 
distribution lines from single-phase to 
three-phase facilities, to enable us to 
serve the fast-growing areas of South 
Central country.” 
The power company expects that 
2,000 new consumers will be connected 
to its lines during 1975, which will 
necessitate construction of new 
distribution lines, additional trans­ 
formers, service and meters, and a 
good portion of this construction will 
be underground. 
The money will also be applied to the 
continuing maintenance program for 
South Central’s 5,892 miles of line, to 
assure the power company’s con­ 
sumers the best possible service at all 
times.

Chemical 
Used To Halt 
Depression 


CLEVEI,AND, Ohio (AP) - A 
substance once used as a salt sub­ 
stitute, lithium carbonate, now per­ 
m its persons with severe mood 
changes of manic depressive disease 
to lead more normal 
lives, a 
psychiatrist contends. 
The chemical is used to treat the 
manic phase of the disorder in which 
victims become hyperactive, irritable, 
excited and overly enthusiastic. 
Dr. Gottfried Spring, assistant 
professor of psychiatry at Case 
Western Reserve University, said the 
salt-like substance does not cure the 
disease but in many cases prevents 
manic episodes alone or in com­ 
bination with depression. 
One of 250 Americans are afflicted 
by the disorder, which is more com­ 
mon in women than in men. Resear­ 
chers feel the disorder is genetic and 
sexlinked from mother to daughter. 
Sons sometimes develop the condition. 
Spring has studied the effects of 
lithium on mood disorders since 1967, 
comparing it to a standard drug, 
Thorazine, in patients. 
The finding that lithium is ad­ 
vantageous has been confirmed by the 
National Institute of Mental Health. 
“ lithium was used as an anti­ 
epileptic drug and as a treatment for 
gout, and later, inappropriately, as a 
salt substitute. It wasn’t until 1970 
when approved by the Food and Drug 
Administration for use in manic 
depressive illness that it came into its 
own in this country,” Spring said.

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Don't Let Alcohol Turn 
Holiday Into A Tragedy 


Don’t let the misuse of alcohol turn 
your holiday into a highway tragedy 
the Ohio Department of Health warns. 
If you plan to drink, drink wisely and 
plan to stay at home. Alcohol is a drug 
and when used in excess, it can be 
dangerous to yourself and to others. 
Each year the bottled “spirits” 
account for approximately 50 per cent 
of all fatal traffic accidents, including 
pedestrian fatalities. And 50 per cent of 
these accidents involve someone who 
has been drinking. 
“ Alcoholism ranks among the 
national major health threats, along 
with cancer, mental illness and heart 
disease,” says State Health Director 
Dr. John W. Cashman. “Yet, it is one 
of this country’s most neglected 
diseases.” 
He urges holiday travelers and party 
entertainers to put the safety of 
themselves and their guests first this 
year and not allow a highway tragedy 
to bring unhappiness to their family. 
According to a survey conducted at 
the 1974 Ohio Teenage Institute on 
Alcohol and Other Drugs, two per cent 
of teenagers 16 years and older drink 
once a month or more often. The 
combination of alcohol use and 
inexperience of driving creates a 
higher probability for this age group to 
be involved in an automobile accident. 
In the interest of reducing alcohol- 
related tragedy, the Alcoholism 
Division of the Ohio Department of 
Health has prepared a list of safety 


tips on the use of alcohol: 
When travelling, drive defensively. 
Don’t become the innocent victim of 
another driver’s misuse of alcohol. 
Know your own limitation and when 
you reach it . . . stop. 
If you plan to drink, stay off the high­ 
ways, because it could save your life. 
Alcohol is a drug. It takes one full 
hour for the body to bum three 
quarters of an ounce of alcohol. Thus, 
it will take two hours for the body to 
bum one average size martini. If you 
drink at a faster rate than the body can 
bum it, you will become intoxicated. 
Tips for the hostess in helping her 
holiday guests avoid the misuse of 
alcohol include: 
Don’t be a drink pusher 
Have a supply of non-alcoholic 
beverages on hand 
Serve snacks to your guests while 
they are drinking 
If a guest does become intoxicated, 
let him sleep it off. Time is the only 
cure for intoxication 
Last year Ohioans spent ap­ 
proximately $50 million on alcoholic 
beverages during the month of 
December. That was nearly $20 million 
more 
than 
was 
spent 
during 
November. 
“ Protect yourself this holiday 
season,” warns Dr. Cashman. “Don’t 
let alcohol abuse rob you or your 
family of the greatest gift of all — the 
gift of life.” 


Man Battles Parking Tickets 
A s Case Of Discrimination

HUNTINGTON, W. Va. (AP) - 
Overtime parking tickets have long 
presented many motorists with a 
pesky problem, but in the mountains of 
Appalachia there has arisen a cham­ 
pion who hopes to change things. 
He’s H. Ray Evans and he’s battling 
the forces of City Hall. 
A balding, bespectacled man of 33, 
Evans doesn’t look much like the 
traditional epic hero. But he does have 
impressive credentials. He has 48 — 
count ’em, 48 — parking tickets. 
Presented recently with a $215 bill 
from the city Finance Department, 
Evans decided the dun was one 
Christmas gift he could do without. 
Evans spent two hours in municipal 
court here last week. He told the judge 
the tickets should be dismissed. He 
also alleged that the city uses a double 
standard in its collection procedures, 
letting out-of-state drivers off the hook 
while putting the screws to easy-to- 
reach locals. 
Charles Doorill, an attorney for 
Citizens for Responsive Government, 
is supporting Evans as a friend of the 
court. Doorill appeared last week and 
told the court that city ordinances 
uniformly 
discrim inate 
against 
hometown drivers. 
Evans also contended the belated 
billing, which included tickets as much 
as a year old, was unfair. He added 
that he has owned six cars during the 
past year and that many of the tickets 
were issued while the vehicles were 
being used by friends, thereby 
relieving him of responsibility.

In Mexico 


MEXICO CITY (AP) - A retired 
.American couple have been found 
slain, their throats cut and faces 
disfigured with a screw driver, in the 
central Mexico city of San Luis Potosi, 
police said. 


Police said they found the bodies of 
Marvin Kahle, 60, of Green Valley, 
Ariz., and his 70-year-old wife on 
Christmas Eve but they appeared to 
have been killed more than a week 
ago. 
Mrs. Kahle was the former Ada 
Hoyle of Galveston, Tex. 
Police Chief Antonio Aguinaga Pinon 
said the retired couple had lived in the 
city for five years. 
“My agents found a bloodstained 
screwdriver that we think was used to 
kill them,” the chief said. “There was 
blood all over. These people must have 
been tortured before being killed.” 


He said robbery apparently was not 
the motive behind the killings but 
many valuables in the house were 
untouched. 


Officials at the U.S. Consulate in 
Monterrey, 50 miles north of San Luis 
Potosi, were trying to reach relatives 
of the Kahles in the United States. 
San Luis Potosi, midway between 
Mexico City and the U. S. border has a 
population of about 300,000. Ten other 
retired American couples were neigh­ 
bors of the Kahles, and the police chief 
said they were being questioned. 
The police said a friend of the 
Kahles, Leonard B. Kowalski, phoned 
them Tuesday and reported he had 
been calling at the house for a week 
without getting any response. 
The police broke in and found the 
bodies in the couple’s separate 
bedrooms. TTiey were identified from 
their passports, the chief said.

President Ford will 
not be amused if the man who is one 
heartbeat away from the Oval Office 
keeps chirping “Hi, how do you feel?” 


One hazards the guess that Ford will 
send Rocky on more good will trips to 
obscure countries than JFK sent I JBJ.

Whoever gave you that false bit of 
information must have extracted it 
from an encyclopedia of medical 
ignorance! 
It is almost impossible for doctors to 
compete with friends who have a 
special knack for picking up ridiculous 
information and then stating it 
positively. 
There are few more gratifying 
operations, from a cosmetic point of 
view, than that done by a plastic 
surgeon to remove the sagging skin 
and fatty deposit on the lower and 
upper eyelids. 
More and more women and men, too, 
are undergoing this safe and not-too- 
difficult operation. 


Our only child was bom with a cleft 
palate. Fortunately he was operated 


on and the result was successful. We 
are wondering if his children might 
inherit this condition.

A cleft is a cleavage of the roof of the 
mouth due to some developmental 
fault in the unborn child. 
There does seem to be a family 
tendency to such congenital defects. 


Vast strides have been made in the 
better understanding of genetic 
diseases. 
In fact, it is now possible to 
manipulate genes to reduce the 
frequency of birth defects. 
By the time your child is grown, 
dramatic advances will have been 
made in these directions. 


Most medical centers and univer­ 
sities now have centers for genetic 
counseling. Thorough histories are 
taken of children, their parents and 
their grandparents, in an effort to 
track down hidden hereditary ten­ 
dencies that may play a role in birth 
defects. 
Business World 
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NEW YORK (AP) - There long has 
been a correlation between the level of 
a country’s standard of living and its 
use of paper. The more paper con­ 
sumed, it has been observed, the 
higher the literacy and living stan­ 
dards. 


In the United States, for example, 
per capita consumption of paper will 
total about 630 pounds this year, in the 
form 
of 
newspapers, 
books, 
magazines, Christm as cards, ap­ 
pliance cartons, fast food containers 
etc. 
In India, the comparable figure is 4.4 
pounds, and in Japan, Germany and 
Britain it’s a little above or below 300 
pounds. Sweden comes closest to the 
United States, at 468 pounds, followed 
by Canada, 451, and Denmark, 359. 
For extrem e comparisons, the 
correlation does appear to have some 
value, such as in comparing European 
nations with Arab nations. But in 
matching the United States against 
Canada? Or Canada and Europe? 
Doubts have arisen. 
Paper usage also can indicate some 
serious problems with how standards 
are lived: Is a paperboard fast food 
tray a serious advance? Are throw­ 
away devices? Are needless duplicates 
of documents? 
What are we to make of the myriad 
forms that businessmen must file with 
local, state and federal government, 
and which many small businessmen 
claim will be their financial and psy­ 
chic ruination? 
Do the tons of electronic computer 
printouts that collect dust on shelves 
all over industrial and governmental 
America signify an advance in 
literacy, understanding or standard of 
living9 
Whatever significance there was in 
the relationship between paper and 
civilization is now being questioned, 
not just by individuals buried in the 
blizzard but by corporations and Con­ 
gress, too. 
Wasn’t it a confusion of paperwork 
that helped destroy scores of Wall 
Street brokers? Taking a hint, banks 
are developing electronic bookkeeping 
to reduce the reliance on checks, 
although the checkless society is a long 
way off. 
Congress has set up a Commission 
on Federal Paperwork to find ways to 
reduce the burden on business, which 
is estimated to total around $18 billion 
a year. 
None other than a business forms 
company, Standard Register Co., is 
sponsoring sessions to help executives 
confess their waste of paper and to 
assist with their reformation. 
Donald F. Whitehead, president, 
comes up with one simple measure to 
cut down waste: Accept computer 


printouts with eight rather than just 
six lines to the inch. 
The movement could be in its em­ 
bryonic state and destined to grow, 
especially since recession-hurt in­ 
dustry will be seeking techniques for 
reducing waste — which is what a good 
deal of paper consumption is. 
Recession 
Cuts Take 
By Lottery 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) - The effect 
of the recession on the state lottery is 
unclear but some people seem to be 
buying fewer tickets, says Commis­ 
sioner Gus Harrison. 
“It seems to us from what we can 
gather that some people are buying 
fewer tickets. Instead of four, they 
may be buying two. So far we have 
been able to hold up our sales but with 
continued layoffs we’re wondering, of 
course,” he said. 
Harrison said laid-off auto workers 
might decide to buy more lottery 
tickets on the chance they just might 
win and get an economic boost. 
“That’s possible,” he said. “I’ve 
heard that sentiment expressed by 
some others — it’s conceivable folks 
laid off may feel that’s the only way 
out for them.” 
Next month Harrison is starting a 
new prize program to help the auto 
industry. Some ticket drawings will 
have as their prize a $4,000 gift certifi­ 
cate for the purchase of any do­ 
mestically produced automobile, he 
said. 
“I would assume virtually all would 
be purchased here in Michigan,” 
Harrison added. He said he has written 
the other states with lotteries urging 
them to give cars for bonuses also.

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French Divorces Circumvent Law 


PA RIS (A P) — Getting a divorce in 
France can be an elaborately or­ 
chestrated farce in which petitioner, 
lawyers 
and 
even 
the 
judge 
collaborate to circumvent a civil code 
instituted by Napoleon 171 years ago. 
Under the code, the judge is required 
to formally pronounce one of the 
parties guilty before granting a 
divorce. The concept of guilty and 
innocent in the breakup of a marriage 
was a concession to the Roman Catho­ 
lic 
Church 
and 
was 
meant 
to 
discourage divorce. 
But nowadays it often leads only to 
sordid play-acting by all concerned in 


a divorce case. The law is widely felt to 
have become outmoded, just like the 
legislation on abortion which is now 
being modernized. 
The government is drafting more 
liberal legislation permitting divorce 
by mutual consent and for other 
reasons long accepted in the United 
States and other Western countries. 
There has been no outcry from con­ 
servative forces yet, but the project 
may run into heavy flak when it 
reaches the National Assembly in the 
spring.

Serious Crime 
Increases 
Across Nation 


Serious crime in the United States 
continued its upward trend during the 
first nine months of 1974, rising 16 per 
cent, Attorney General William B. 
Saxbe reported today. 
The increase was the largest for the 
period in six years. By comparison, 
crime rose only one per cent during the 
first nine months last year. 
Saxbe noted that the upsurge in 
crime began in the last quarter of 1973. 
Crime increased 5 per cent in that 
period, 15 per cent in the first quarter 
of 1974, and 16 per cent during the first 
half of this year. 
“ The continuing increase in crime 
requires an intensification of our ef­ 
forts to identify the causes, improve 
crime prevention, and insure swift 
prosecution,” the Attorney General 
said. 
The latest figures were contained in 
the F B I’s Uniform Crime Reports, 
which were released today by FB I 
Director Clarence M. Kelley. The 
reports are based on crime statistics 
furnished by city, county, and state 
law enforcement agencies. 
Only 12 major cities reported actual 
crime decreases for the first nine 
months, compared with 71 for the 
same period Last year. 
During 
the 
January-through- 
September period, violent crime rose 
eight per cent, compared with a three 
per cent increase the year before. 
The more numerous property crimes 
spurted 17 per cent, compared with a 
one per cent increase during the first 
nine months of 1973. 
The Uniform Crime Reports divide 
serious crime into two categories: 
violent, which includes murder, for­ 
cible rape, robbery, and aggravated 
assault, and property, which includes 
burglary, larceny-theft, and auto theft, 
theft. 
Forcible rape increased nine per 
cent, robbery and aggravated assault 
each eight per cent, and murder two 
per cent. larceny-theft rose 20 per 
cent, burglary 16 per cent, and auto 
theft four per cent. 
Suburban law enforcement agencies 
reported a 21 per cent increase in 
serious crime, while crime in rural 
areas was up 20 per cent. 
Serious crime rose 20 per cent in the 
South, 15 per cent in the North Central 
states, 14 per cent in the West, and 13 
per cent in the Northeastern states.

services. Such revenue comes from 
both federal and state funds. 
The shares of the total distribution 
ranged from $948.29 to Harrison 
County to $2,215,299.39 to Cuyahoga

through something like this to get a 
divorce: 
—One party must send insulting 
letters, even if he or she has no 
pronounced ill-feeling. “ This often 
arouses bitter hostility where there 
was none at the start,” says a 
prominent Paris lawyer who handles 
divorce suits. 
—When enough letters pile up in the 
file, the “ aggrieved” party asks for a 
divorce. The two appear before a 
judge, who under the law must make 
an effort to conciliate them. Instead, 
the “ guilty” party exhibits more fake 
signs of abuse. 
—The perfunctory attempt at con­ 
ciliation over with, the judge conducts 
a formal hearing and grants the 
divorce. His decision on property 


disposal is often illegally arranged by 
the couple in advance of the court 
action. 
The law stipulates that the judge 
must automatically pronounce one 
party guilty and grant the divorce if 
there is evidence of adultery or a 
criminal conviction. In what the law 
books call “ cases of excesses, cruelty 
and insults,” the outcome is at the 
discretion of the judge, but if a divorce 
is decreed one partner must still be 
found guilty. 
The latest available Justice Ministry 
statistics show there were 41,860 
divorces in 1970. In 47.5 per cent the 
husband was found guilty, in 26.7 per 
cent the wife and in the remaining 
cases both spouses were at fault. 
Officials said the figures have been 
about the same since then.

Bumpers defeated Fulbright’s bid 
for re-election in the Democratic 
primary earlier this year and then 
went on to score an overwhelming 
victory over a Republican opponent in 
the November election. 
There was no indication whether 
Bumpers, whose term as governor 
runs until Jan. 14, would resign to take 
over Fulbright’s seat. 
Fulbright’s resignation ahead of the 


expiration of his term on Jan. 3 could 
enable Bumpers to gain an edge in 
seniority over other incoming fresh­ 
men.

That was the underlying theme and 
hope of a special 1975 Holy Year, 
launched by Roman Catholicism on 
Christmas Eve this week in Rome, 
with the opening in St. Peter’s Basilica 
of a walled-up door. 
“I am the door,” Jesus said, laying

the basis for the ceremonial gesture. 
“If any one enters by me, he will be 
saved.” 
Opening of the special church door, 
kept sealed since the last observance 
of a Holy Year Jubilee a quarter- 
century ago, symbolizes full ac­ 
cessibility to humanity of Christ’s 
pardon and grace. 
Catholicism is putting yearlong 
emphasis 
on 
that 
bestowal 
of 
forgiveness and restoration of broken 
relationships, an objective that also 
has implications for other Christians 
and for Judaism. 
“Renewal and reconciliation” is the 
keynote set by Pope Paul VI. 
In the extensive preparations for the 
year, varied suggestions have come 
from many quarters for steps by the 
church and others to heal conflicts and 
renew ties, both spiritually and tan­ 
gibly. 
Numerous Protestant and Catholic 
scholars have urged special efforts 
toward overcoming cleavages between 
denominations and rebuilding of unity. 
To further that cause, the Rev. 
Avery 
Dulles, 
a 
noted 
Jesuit 
theologian of the Catholic University of 
America, suggests that the Church lift 
its condemnations of those who reject 
certain of its doctrines about the 
Virgin Mary. 
Referring to Catholic dogmas of 
Mary’s immaculate conception (birth 
without sin) and bodily assumption 
into heaven, he questioned whether 
these beliefs are so central that failure 
to assent to them was an adequate 
basis for excluding persons from the 
faith. 
He says removing the anathemas 
about them would contribute to 
reconciliation with other Christians — 
one of the aims of the Holy Year. 
Protestants do not accept the two 
dogmas, defined by Catholicism in 1854 
and 1950. 


Pointing up links with Judaism, the 
Vatican has issued a booklet on the 
origins of the “holy year 
in the an­ 
cient Jewish Year of Jubilee, prepared 
by Rabbi Marc H. Tanenbaum, of the 
American Jewish Committee. 


In the ancient Jewish observance, 
set forth in the Book of Leviticus, debts 
were forgiven, land restored to its 
original owners and slaves freed. 


Citing these acts of clemency, Pope 
Paul has appealed to governments to 
consider 
granting 
amnesty 
to 
prisoners, 
particularly 
political 
prisoners “who may have been caught 
up in political and social upheavals too 
immense for them to be held fully 
responsible.”

Why are red and green Christmas 
colors0 How did the fir tree come to be 
associated with Christmas? Who was 
the first Santa Claus? 
Do you really know the background 
of these customs0 Christmas greenery 
and decorations w ill have more 
meaning if their full stories are un­ 
derstood 
Holly has a long history. Before 
Christianity, the ancient Druids wore 
holly in their hair for color when other 
plants had lost their leaves. These 
plants were a symbol of life itself. 
Ea rly Christians decorated their 
homes with holly to avoid being dif­ 
ferent from the Romans who used 
holly in their worship of pagan gods. 
Irater holly was forbidden in (!hristian 
homes because of its heathen origins. 
In “ merrie old England” the holly 
was restored as Christmas adornment 
in the middle ages. It was used as a 
charm to bring happy dreams and as a 
way of frightening off witches. 
The plant also inspired the use of red 
and green as Christmas colors. 
The origin of the Christmas tree is 
lost. We know the Druids decorated 
oak trees with apples and candles in 
gratitude to the god Odin, giver of 
fruit. 
In Europe people erected Paradise 
trees hung with apples on December 
24th, the feast day of Adam and Eve, in 
medieval times. 
The first 
written 
record 
of 
a 
Christmas tree appears in a German 
book dated 1604. From Germany, the 
custom spread throughout Europe. It 
was 
Queen 
Victoria’s 
German 
husband, Albert, who brought England 
its first modem Christmas tree in 
celebration of the birth of their first 
son in 1841. 
During the Revolutionary War, 
Hessian soldiers, homesick for Ger­ 
many put up trees and soon the early 
settlers adopted the custom. 
One of the charming legends 
surrounding trees tells that a 
cold 
child was welcomed by a poor forester 
one winter evening. The next day they 
knew He was the Christ Child by the 


halo enfolding Him. A fir tree grew on 
the spot where the Christ Child stood 
These and other legends are in Tasha 
Tudor’s nostalgic Christmas book, 
“ Take Joy.” 
Santa wasn’t always a red-cheeked, 
jolly old man. In the 4th century, in 
Turkey, a kind old man secretly gave 
presents to deserving children in the 
middle of the night. His name was 
Nicholas and later he was named 
patron saint of all Russia. He was a 
tall, thin man who rode a white horse 
and carried a rod to punish bad 
children as well as presents in his 
sack. 
When the fun-loving Dutch came to 
America, they began picturing St. 
Nicholas as a man with a broad hat 
and a pipe in his mouth. The writer, 
Washington Irving, in 1809, added a 
team of reindeer to the picture. And, in 
his beloved poem, “ Twas The Night 
Before Christmas,” Dr. Moore added 
the finishing touches to Santa as we 
know him today. For more about this 
good-hearted man, read “ The Story of 
Saint Nicholas.” 
Astronomers today do not know what 
was in the sky that night so long ago in 
Bethlehem. It may have been an ex­ 
ploding star or a comet. In “ The 
Christmas Sky” Dr. Branley of the 
Hayden Planetarium in New York 
advances several theories. But, he 
concludes by saying “ The sign that 
appeared 
in 
the 
sky 
that 
first 
Christmas will always have deep 
meaning for millions of people” 
regardless 
of 
its 
astronomical 
significance.

An ABC official said new en­ 
forcement methods should cut off most 
of the illegal traffic in the next six 
months.

superintendent, said 80 to 90 per cent of 
the illegal sales are in Lake County, 
just across the state line from Chicago. 
“ Chicago has its own alcoholic 
beverage commission, which sets 
prices much lower than Indiana and 
the rest of Illinois,” said Thomas 
Stoughton, administrative assistant to 
ABC Chairman James Sims.

United Nations says the two coun­ 
tries should solve the dispute between 
themselves. In the past year, since oil- 
boom rumors flooded Buenos Aires 
government offices, Argentina has 
stepped up its claims. 


Then the British and the Argentines 
signed an agreement to develop trade 
and communications. Argentina built 
a temporary airstrip at Port Stanley, 
and flights began coming from 
Comodoro Rivadavia. Telegraph and 
telephone lines were set up. Some forty 
Falkland Islands children now attend 
school in Argentina and Uruguay. The 
first islander to join the Argentine 
army received massive publicity in the 
Buenos Aires press for months. 


The islanders, while happy at the 
prospects of new alternatives for 
wealth, want principally to live in 
peace, however.

The state Department of Commerce 
recently cited a highly publicized 
Hollywood movie about a skyscraper 
fire to stump for reintroduction of a bill 
that would broaden the state fire 
marshal’s authority to enforce safety 
standards.

When James A. Rhodes’ election as 
governor finally became official 
editors assigned newsmen routinely to 
keep track of the govemor-elect’s 
comings and goings.

Local Court Shows 
Increase In Cases 


In the ‘‘Ohio Courts” report 
prepared by the Ohio Supreme Court 
for a single month this year, Pickaway 
County was listed as having 1.8 cases 
filed per 1,000 people in the county for 
that month. A total of 72 general 
jurisdiction cases were filed. 
Twenty-four domestic cases were 
also filled which represents .6 of this 
type case filed per 1,000 residents In 
the juvenile division of the court, 109 
cases were filed for a 2.4 to 1,000 ratio. 
For that particular month, these 
figures represent a much greater 
percentage of cases per judge than in 
other counties with only one common 
pleas court judge. The next largest 
number of cases assigned during the 
month in a county with one judge was 
in Crawford County which reported 46 
new cases. 
The assignment of more than one 
judge is made by the state legislature 
on the basis of the population of the 
county and not of the case load of the 
particular court. 
The juvenile division of the court 
does not fall into the same category 
and had less cases per judge than five 
other counties and a number equal to 
Ross County. 
In the state, there are 183 judges 
representing 
the 88 counties for 
general cases, 115 for domestic cases 
and 99 for juvenile cases. 
Judge William Ammer, Pickaway 
County Common Pleas Judge, said this 
whole year had shown a great increase 
in the case load of the court. He said 
that by the end of the year the court 
would have filed IOO more criminal and 
IOO more civil cases than during 1973. 


Presently, 251 criminal cases have 
been filed as opposed to 159 cases last 
year. The total number of civil cases 
filed so far this year is 561 while only 
459 were filed in 1973. The judge said 
that most of the civil actions involved 
domestic causes and that he had seen a 
rise in the number since the new 
legislation was passed governing the 
divorce laws. 
Another factor which can be blamed 
for the rise in the number of domestic 
cases according to Ammer is the 
present economic situation. He said 
that although many couples cite other 
reasons for the marital difficulties, 
money still causes much of the 
domestic trouble which he has seen. 


He also explained that the economic 
tension across the state and nation is a 
prime factor in the rise in criminal 
charges. 
Although the case load for the year 
remarkably is higher than in previous 
years, Judge Ammer said he believed 
the situation is only temporary. The 
local law enforcement agencies have 
been arresting an overflow of people 
coming from the Columbus area, 
Ammer stated. That accounts par­ 
tially for the increase in the county’s 
cases. He commented that the same 
type overflow was occurring in 
Delaware County also. 
Even with the increased case load, 
the judge said the court had been able 
to keep up fairly well especially with 
the criminal cases because many 
times the criminal will enter a plea 
without the additional time and ex­ 
pense of a trial.

In Jeopardy 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - The 
present method of financing the 
Unemployment Insurance Trust Fund 
places the future stability of the fund in 
peril, an Ohio State University re­ 
searcher told the Ohio Bureau of 
Employment Services on Thursday. 
The study, conducted by Jerry L. 
Wissman, reported on the financing of 
unemployment compensation in Ohio 
over the next IO years. 
Administrator William E. Games 
said the study measured prospective 
costs and benefits under favorable and 
unfavorable economic conditions and 
under varied legislative changes in the 
program. 
“ The flexible maximum 
weekly 
benefit provision in the current law,” 
the 
study 
pointed 
out, 
“ w ill 
significantly raise the average weekly 
benefit amount over the next decade.” 
Games said the Ohio Unemployment 
Trust Fund totaled more than $792 
million as of Nov. 30, and under stable 
economic conditions was in no im­ 
mediate danger. 


However, he said, even under stable 
economic conditions, current statutory 
provisions which escalate benefit costs 
without an equal increase in employer 
contributions could considerably 
decrease the fund. 


The present economic conditions, if 
prolonged, could reduce the fund to the 
point of insolvency, he said.

Prisoners 
End Holdout 
In Virginia 


LORTON, Va. (A P) - The District 
of Columbia’s corrections director 
says he intends to fulfill a no-reprisal 
pledge that helped win a peaceful end 
to a 19-hour convict rebellion at Lorton 
Reformatory. 
About 80 inmates surrendered their 
seven guard hostages and ended their 
occupation of the maximum-security 
wing of the prison complex Thursday 
afternoon. 
The takeover ended peacefully after 
officials pledged to improve living 
conditions at the District of Columbia’s 
penal compound 15 miles south of 
Washington, D.C., and promised no 
forced transfers to other facilities. 
But the key was a letter from acting 
U.S. Atty. David H. Hopkins, approved 
by his Justice Department superiors, 
that said any prosecutions resulting 
from the takeover “ will be made only 
upon 
consultation 
with 
(D.C. 
Corrections Director) Delbert Jackson 
or his staff and fair and calm con­ 
sideration of the facts ....” 
The letter also stipulated that “ no 
immunity from prosecution can be a 
matter of negotiation.” 
But Jackson said later that he in­ 
tends to live up to assurances he gave 
the inmates. Asked whether this also 
extended to a no-reprisal pledge he had 
made, the official replied: “ Without 
question.” 
With the agreement reached, the 
inmates released their guard hostages 
unharmed through a gate in the prison 
wall. 
“ They treated us well,” said one of 
the hostages, Gary C. Thomas. “ They 
fed us well. Everything was fine, under 
the circumstances.” Originally, IO 
hostages were taken, but one was freed 
about midnight Wednesday and two 
late Thursday morning. 
The rebellion originated as an 
escape plan, and four inmates did 
manage to get outside and take an 
automobile. 
One of the escapees, Ronald M. 
Tibbs, 26, was found dead later in the 
abandoned car. Authorities said he had 
been shot by a bullet that had passed 
through the side of the getaway car. 
The other three escapees remained 
at large today.

College Enrollment 
Increase Reported 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P )- Female 
students and a surprising freshmen 
turnout were key factors in a 3.5 per 
cent increase in enrollment at the na­ 
tion’s four-year colleges and univer­ 
sities this fall, according to a survey by 
the University of Cincinnati. 
The study of 1,456 institutions was 
released by Dr. Garland G. Parker, 
vice provost for admissions and 
records at the University. 
With only one of the nation’s 30 
largest institutions—University of 
California—not 
reporting, 
total 
enrollment reached 6.6 million for fall 
quarter. 
Nearly three million of the 6.6 
million were women for a 6 per cent 
increase in that category, the study 
showed. 
The next highest category was fresh­ 
men, with a 4.6 per cent increase, 
reversing a three-year trend. 
Part of the increase in women 
students would be reflected in the 
freshman statistics, but Garland said 
the freshman turnabout surprised 
researchers because the size of the 
1974 high school graduating class was 
not sufficient to account for the in­ 
crease. 
He said the U.S. Office of Education 
expects the peak year for high school 
graduates to be 1976-77. However, he 
predicted that enrollment during the 
1980s “ will likely decline in ac­ 
celerating fashion.” 
The number of women had increased 
only 2 per cent annually in previous 
years. Men increased their numbers 
by only 1.6 per cent. 
The increase in female students 
lifted their percentage to 44.8 of total 
enrollment, with 43.3 per cent as full­ 
time enrollees and 48.4 enrolled on a 
part-time basis. 
The State University of New York 
topped the nation in total students 
enrolled, 406,581, and most full-time 
students, 256,863. 
The California State University and 
College System ranked second with 


317,431 students enrolled and 179.390 
full-time students. 
City University of New York was 
third with 253,178 and 135,376. 
About 70 per cent, or more than 4.7 
million, were enrolled in a full-time 
capacity. It represented a 1.9 per cent 
increase over last year. 
• 
The nearly two million parttime 
students meant a 7.8 per cent increase. 
Full-time women students rose 4.1 
per cent to 0.3 per cent for men. The 
gain by women was heaviest in law, 
medicine 
and 
allied 
health, 
technological, business and theological 
schools. 
Women led every category in 
enrollments of part-time students.
